NOW ALHAMBRA HAS THE 
ANNEXATION FEVER. 


LHAMBRA, Feb. 9.—Shall Sas 
Gabriel and a considerable terri- 
tory at the nerth, south and east 
be incorporated as an independent 
city, or be combined with Alhambra 
)in a greater city? ig the question of vi- 
tal importance now agitating the 
minds of all voters interested in the 
project. The territory involved in- 
cludes Granada Park, Ramona Acres, 
the vicinity of the San Gabriel Golf 
Club, as well as the old mission town. 
Petitions have been circulated dur- 
ing the week favoring both proposi- 
tions, the one favoring annexation be- 
ing presented to the Alhambra Board 
of Trustees at today’s session and re- 
ferred to the clerk to verify the names 
ae legally qualified voters, prepara- 
tory to calling an election. | 
There is a growing sentiment favor- 
ing annexation to Alhambra, to make 
one combined large city, because of 


the great sa expense in the 
administration of one city rather than 
two. Alhambra’s present expendi- 


clusive of day laborers, amounts to 
$18,000 a year. In case San Gabriel 
should incorporate, at least one-half 
and perhaps two-thirds of this amount 
would be theecost of its government 
the first year, gradual 

thereafter. 

Another item of much tmportance 
would be the expense of two bridges, 
one on East Main, one on Mission 
road, which are soon to be con- 
structed. If San Gabriel incorporates, 
it will be required of the new city 
to pay one-half of this expense, but 
by annexation, only perhaps one-third 
as much would be required, as the 
expense then would spread over the 
entire combined greater city. Be- 
sides this difference Alhambra is al- 
ready bonded for its share of this ex- 
pense, which the territory to be an- 
nexed would not be required to*pay. 

The recent bond issue voted in Al- 
hambra, providing for a $60,000 City 
Hall, a $45,000 library, and a newly- 
equipped fire department, at an ad- 

ditional cost of $31,000, besides the

in all to $172,000, would not be as- 
sessed to the new territory, as the 
Boar@ of Trustees has agreed that the 
old city will pay all of its bonded in- 
debtedness. This will give the San 
Gabriel and the new territory to be 
annexéd all of the advantages of these 
important public improvements, with- 
out paying any of the original cost, 
meaning that a branch libary, a fire 
station, and other advantages would 
be secured on the®same basis as other 
sections of Alhambra are”“now sup- 
plied, without paying any portion of 
the bonded indebtedness which made 
them possible. 

There are many other advantages 
in favor of the combined city, such 
as securing police protection, water, 
sewers, gas, and a permanent light- 
ing system, which would be provided 
for the new territory equal to that 
now enjoyed by the city of Alhambra, | 
and without the delay necessary to 
wait for incorporation and organiza- 
tion of the new town. The question of 
the water supply is one of greatest 
importance, as the combined city 
would then include several valuable 
sources of supply not now within any 
incorporated town. 

The bigger question of the outfall 
sewer could be worked out to a much 


greater advantage to the new terri-‘ 


tory if anngxed to a city which has 
already p the preliminary ex- 
pense and stage of construction. This 
question also involves the perplexing 
problem of the present Pasadena 
farm. In case San Gabriel should 
incorporate, Alhambra would demand 
of the new city to solve this perplex- 
ing problem, and the new town would 
be obliged to meet all the expense 
and trouble of any contest with Pasa- 
dena. The combined city would cer- 
tainly handle this question more suc- 
cessfully and satisfactorily for the 
whole territory involved. 

The present tax rate of Alhambra 
being less than eighteen other cities 
of its class recently compared, and 
having an whused bonding limit of 
over $1,000,000, will figure consider- 
ably in favor of annexation.
